EXTRACTS  PROM  VITAL  STATISTICS 


An  outbreak  of  Measles  in  the  third  Quarter  of  the  year  affected  a 
large  number  of  children,  Thoro  were  no  deaths  and  few,  if  any, 
sequelae  of  the  disease.  Three- -cases  of-  -pneumonia  o-ccurro-dj-  of  these 
one,  a  male,  aged  73?  was  fatal.  One  -case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis, 
a  male,  aged  50,  was  notified.  There  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease. 

T7ATER  SUPPLY; 

.Ample  supplies  of  water  of  very  good  quality  continue  to  be  provided 
by  the  Blyth  R.D.C.  water  supply. 


SET-TSRAGEs 

The  Blyth  Rural  District  Council  is  sewering  part  of  the  parish  of 
Kelsale  and  the  sewage  is  to  be  pumped  for  treatment  at  the  Urban 
District  Council’s  disposal  works'  upon  terms  mutually  agreed  between  the 
two  Authorities.  . .  -  .  . 

The  Sewage  Dorks  as  existing  is  operated  on  the  septic  tank  system  and 
work  is  proceeding  for  converting  into  the  settlement  system  and  thus 
working  the  percolating  filters  with  a  higher  rate  of  dosage  (i.e.  70 
gallons  per  cubic  yard  of  filter).  These  works,  which  are  estimated  to 
cost  £3,000,  have  been  approved  by  the  East  Suffolk  County  Council  and 
the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.  They  consist  of  the 
provision  of  five  sludge  drying  bods  with  a  total  capacity  of  307  yards 
super  (-  7  persons  per  yard),  with  the  necessary  dosludging  valves. 

The  overflows  from  the  tanks  (which  will  allow  for  eight  hours  reten¬ 
tion)  are  to  be  reconstructed  in  weir  form.
